Signed by Adolph gutter at Fa- 
mous Ploycrs-Lasty lo replace 
Mary Pick ford, Mlnter, known for 
her "Innocent <lrl" roles, was the 
film actress second only lo Plckford 
In national popularity in the early 
1920s, Hut when Taylor, a promi- 
nent director with whom she had 
been linked, was mysteriously shot 
to'dealh on Feb. 2, 1422, the scan- 
dal surrounding the case gave rise lo 
hundreds of rumors and instantly 
finished her as an actress. She lived 
the remainder of her life as a re- 
cluse, albeit a wealthy one, as she 
and her mother invested heavily In 
Los Angeles real estate. 

Born Jullti Reltly on April t, 
1902, she was pushed onto the stage 
at an early age by her showbuilness 
mother, and was known as "Llltle 
Juliet Shelby" In vaudeville and on 
Broadway, She appeared under that 
name In her first film, "The 
Nurse," in 1912, 

Billed as Mary Miles' Minlcr 
ihcreafter, she acted in some 30 
films over ihe next 10 yean, and 
even as a teenager was considered j 
great beamy and a natural, rather 
than h^hly dramatkilly skilled, ac- 
tress. 



Among her credllu were "Always 
In The Way," "Emma Of Stork's 
Nat," "Barbara Frietchle," "En- 
vironment," "Dimiiles," "Lovely 
Mary," "The Gentle Intruder." 
"Failh," "Melissa Of The Hills," 
"Her Country's Call,* 1 "The Mate 
Of Sally Ann," "A Bit Or Jade," 
"The Ghoi.lfOf Bosie Taylor," 
"The EyesiOr Julia Deep," "A 
Bachelor's vfyfe, '•'■• Anne Of Oretn 
Gables," "Nurse Marjorle," "Jen- 
ny Be Good," "Judy Of Rogue 
Harbor," "A Cumberland Ro- 
mance," "The Little Clown," "All 
Souls' Eve" and "Don't Call Me 
Little Girl." 

She also starred in "Her Winning 
Way," "Moonllfht and Honey- 
suckle," "The Cowboy And The 
Lady," "Tillie," "The Heart Spe- 
dallsl," "South Of Suva," "The 
Drums Of Fale" and "The Tralf Of 
The Lonesome Pine."

■ The genera! tine on the Taylor 
case was that the sunve, popular di- 
rector was having affairs with both 
Mlnter and Mack Sennett star 
Mabel Nortnand at ihe lime of his 
murder. Minier later denied that the 
was intimately involved with hm, 
although love letters from her unco- 
vered at hit home revealed that the 
was at least strongly Infatuated. 

Taylor wat found thoi in the 
back in his bungnlow home on 
Alvarado Street, and despite re- 
wards offered and a massive police 
effort, the case remains unsolved to 
(hit day. Wltnetset claimed to have 
teen either an efremlnat e boy, or a 
woman dressed as a boy, both arrlv-

crime, and Mlnter'i mother wat 
even a prime inspect.
